OFFICE OR THE ADMINISTRATOR PUNJAB 
WAKF BOARD AMBALA 

Tn exercise of the powers conferred under section 22 of 
the Wakf Act, 1954, 1, Naseem Ahmad, IAS, Administrator, 
Punjab Wakf Board hereby delegate the following powers 
to Sri K. Sheikh Ahmed, Secretary of the Punjab Wakf 
Board 

1. To examine the report of the Wakf Commissioner and 
publish in the official gazette the list of wakf with all the 
particulars prescribed in rule 4 of the Rules under the Act. 


2. To sue and defend cases on behalf of the Board in 
Civil, Criminal and Revenue Courts, office and before any 
authority engaging advocates for the same and to take pro¬ 
per and legal steps concerning wakf properties. He shall 
sanction the prescribed court fees and sanction legal fee uplo 
Rs. 550/- in each case. 

3. To institute and defend writ petitions, appeals, revisions, 
review and execution applications in all courts or before 
any authority. 

4. To take measures for recovery of lost properties of 
any wakf. 

5. To call for such returp, statistics, accounts and other 
information from the Mutawallis in respect of wakf proper¬ 
ties as may be found necessary or as the Board may from 
time to time require. 

6. To inspect or cause the inspection of accounts, records 
of tlie Board or deeds and documents relating to any wakf, 

7. To allow inspection of the proceedings or other records 
of the Board and to issue copies of the same on payment 
of prescribed fee, 

8. To exercise powers and perform the functions of Board 
under section 25 of the Wakf Act, 1954, in respect of the 
Registration of the Wakf in undisputed cases and in the 
maintenance of the Register of Wakfs under section 26 of 
the Wakf Act, 1954. 

9. To cause the registration of wakf and to amend the 
Register of wakfs under section 26 of the Wakf Act, 1954. 

10(a) To examine and provisionally sanction the Budget 
of Mutawallis whose income does not exceed Rs. 5,000 / - 
per annum in each case. 

(b) To pass order on audit report under section 34 of 
the Wakf Act, 1954 of the accounts of Wakf whose income 
does not exceed Rs. 5,000/- per annum. 

i 1. To convey the formal consent of the Board to any 
person or authority to institute a suit to obtain any of the 
relief referred to in section 55 of the Wakf Act, 1954. 

12. To deposit and withdraw the amounts required to be 
deposited or withdrawn according to law in respect of suits 
or proceedings instituted or defended by the Board. 

13 To take necessary steps for the proper, recording of 
Wakf properties by the authorities appointed by the Govern¬ 
ment for settlement and consolidation of holdings. 

14. Subject to Regulalions framed under section 68 of the 
Wakf Act, 1954 to carry on the day-to-day administration 
of the office of the Wakf, Board and to exercise the follow-. 
ing powers ;—- 

(a) Drawing and disbursing of bills, 

(b) Sanction of TA bills of staff. 

(c) Approve tour programme of employees of the 
Board. 

(d) Make leave arrangements and grant leave of all 
kinds. 

(e) Sanction annual increments. 

(f) Fix pay in sanctioned pay scales. 

(g) Sanction purchase of books and furniture subject 
to maximum of Rs. 1,000/- at a time. 

(h) Sanction purchase of stationery subject to a maxi¬ 
mum of Rs. 500 fr at a time 

(i) Sanction upto Rs. 1500/- in any one case on the 
repairs and maintenance of wakf buildings. Urs 
and muslim festivals. 

(j) Sanction Rs. 1000/- at a time on cost of petrol or 
insurance or registration charges of maintenance of 
vehicles. 

(k) Sanction Rs. 2000/- for printing and stationery at 
a time in case of survey provided that full powers 
will be exercised in payment of all the bills received 
from government or Wakf Commissioner. 

(l) Renew scholarships’ which arc in accordance with 
the instructions prescribed by the Administrator. 

(m) Renew monthly grant of widows and Madrsas. 
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(n) Sanction payment of Government dues without 

limit. 

(o) Accept tenders in respect of sanctioned items of 
the total estimnted value of Rs. 5,000/-, 

tp) Issue work oidcrs for works and repairs with the 
approval of the Administrator. 

(q) Sanction refund upto Rs. 5,000/-. 

15. To sanction expenditure within the approved budget 
upto Rs. 1,500/- in case of non-recurring expanditure and 
Rs,- 500 /- in case of recurring expanditure. 

16. To sanction expanditures of printing of forms and 
contingencies within the approved budget subject to a limit 
of Rs. 1,000 - in a single item. 

17. To submit draft of annual Administerial Report lor 
the approval of the Administrator not later than the month 
of June every year. 

18. To get the accounts of the Board as well as those of 
wakfs under direct supervision of the Board audited at the 
end of every financial year as laid down in the Wakf Acl, 
1954 and submit the audit report to the Administrator. 

19. To submit to the Administrator every month a pro¬ 
gress report of the collections of Wakf dues, contributions 
rents and nil other income from Wakf properties etc. and 
nrrear outstanding for payment. 

20. To submit to the Administrator every month a pro¬ 
gress report of the cases pending in Courts. 


21. To sanction leases of agricultural land for a term not 
exceeding three years reserving rent at Rs. 1,000/- per an¬ 
num subject to.the Punjab Agrarian Acts. 

22. To order auction or sanction sale where the value of 
the movable property or article docs not exceed Rs..2,000, 

23. To receive all the amount of compensation awarded 
by • any authority in respect of any wakf property. 

24. To sanction lease of vacant plots and properties in 
Urban areas for a period not exceeding eleven months and 
reserving Rs. 500/'- as monthly rent, 

25. Renew old leases of agricultural and urban wakf pro¬ 
perties. 

26. To cancel leases of agricultural land and properties in 
urban areas. 

27. Record adjustment, 

28. Such other powers and duties as have been specifically 
conferred or imposed upon him by the Wakf Act, 1954 or 
Regulations made under the Wakf Act, 1954. 

29. Perform such other duties and functions as may be 
assigned to him from time to time by the Administrator.
